Faenza's Fall 
Nears as River 
Crossing Won

Cigarettes 
to Be Worse 


Washington, Dec. 13 —(/P)— Sen- 


ators heard today that the cigarct 
shortage may become more acute 
in 1945. 


Col. Fred C. Foy, director of pur- 


chases 
for 
the 
Army 
Service 
Forces, told the Senate War Invest- 
igating Committee that anticipated 


j army purchases "point to a 
de- 


mand on the cigarct industry 
in 
excess of that beng placed upon it 
currently." 


The committee, trying to find out 


what has become of history's great- 
ly supply of smokes, was told 
by 


Foy 
that the 
current 
shortage 


"may flow in part" from increased 
army procurement. 


While cigarets have been either 


scarce or non-obtainable in many 
post exchanges in the 
European 


theater, the witness said, "this is 
a direct result" of limited faciles 
for unloading ships. Food, gasoline 
and heavy, artilley lake 
prece- 


dence, he explained. 


Actually, Foy said, as of October 


31 there were 3,600,000,000 cigarels 
— 180,000,00 packs — in various 
foreign waters awaiting discharge. 


He estimated that the army will 


have taken approximately 68,000,- 
000,000 cigarets out of a total 1944 
production 
of 330,000,000,000 
al- 


though it could use 77,000,000. 
"It would seem, however," 
he 


testified, "that 
initial 
purchases 


(for 
1945) will need to be made at 


least the 7,00,000,000-a-year 
rate 


established for the last four months 
of 1944. 


"Further, this will be accelerated 


1 by additional purchases for the pur- 


pose of increasing the present low 
stocks to a safer point." 


In order to meet the 
overseas 


shortages, Foy said, such cigarets 
as have been unloaded have been 
issued free to troops, rather than 


sold through exchanges. 


He laid the heavy overseas drain 


to two major causes: Heavier re- 
quisitions from European and Pa- 
cific commanders as offensive cam- 
paigns intensifed and the purcahse 
at home of large numbers of car- 
tons for shipment to soldiers in 
Christmas packages. 


After the European landings, he 


said, the army increased its de- 
mands for 1944 supply 
overseas 


alone from 40 to 57 billion.

Churchill to 
Stand Pat on 
Greece, Italy

Minister Churchill, under continu- 
ing attack over Bratian's policy in 
Greece and Italy, served notice to- 
day he was standing firm 
and 


might hit back in another address 
Lo the nation. 


He opened an inconclusive Com- 


mons debate with a terse report 
that British casualties in 
Greece 
"since our landing this year" were 
about 460. Churchill did not make 
clear whether these included 
all 


casualties in the current fighting in 
Athens. 


Under Laborite cross-questioning 


about what he had told Count Carlo 
Sforza 
concerning 
King 
Vitorio 


EmaneUele, Churchill said he had 
approved a continuance of the Ital- 
ian king's "regime until the mili- 
tary situation had got into a bet- 
ter condition." 


The results were not "unsatisfact- 


ory as far as our armies are con- 
cerned,"- the prime minister added. 


Sforza, whom Churchill previous- 


ly described as "not the. type of 
man" 
Britain wanted to deal with 


as Italian foreign minister, had said 
in Rome that the prime minister in 
1943 brought "strong pressure" on 
him in behalf of Vittorio. 


When Laborite Daniel Kirkwood 


said that he had been flooded with 
teieftrams from workers threaten- 
ing a work-stoppage protesting the 
government's

in 
Greece, 
Churchill said: 


"I could quite believe that Mr 


Kirkwood would receive many tele- 
grams from many parts 
of 
the 


country over a matter which causes 
so much heart searching. I gave a 
long account of this matter to the 
house the other day, and I

take occasion to give some further 
account to the country. 


"But we have laid our case very 


fully before the house. It was also 
discussed very fully and freely at 
the parliamentary conference yes- 
terday and I have nothing at this 
moment to add to what has been 
said. '

Rebel Drive 
on Athens 


Is Halted

Athens, Dec. 14 —I/PI—The drive 


of ELAS forces of the National Lib- 
eration Front on the center of Ath- 
ens appeared today to have been 
halted and British leaders said the 
most dangerous phase in the 12-day 
turmoil apparently had passed. 


Heavy firing which .shook the cily 


earlier this week gave way to- 
sporadic machinegun 
bursts 
and 


the last 24 hours were the quietest 
oil any like period since the fight- 
ing broke out between the Leftists 
on the one hand and Greek forces 
and British troops on the other. 


Military 
authorities, 
however, 


banned civilians from the streets 
except between noon and 2 p. m. 


British and Greek mountain bri- 


gade forces held an area approxi- 
mately three miles square in the 
center of Athens, 
and 
extended 


their holdings in Piraeus to about 
five square miles despite local 
ELAS 
attacks. 
Reinforcements 
made the British position more se- 
cure. 


Rumors 
persisted 
that 
ELAS 


leaders would attempt to reach an 
agreement with Maj. Gen. R. M. 
Scobie, British commander, 
and 


would send a representative with 
counter-proposals, but it was under- 
stood that the British terms 
re- 


mained unchanged. The British de- 
mands included evacuation of Atti- 
ca by the ELAS, surrender of their 
arms and the disbandment of pri- 
vate armies. 


British authorities expressed be- 


lief the ELAS had planned to take 
the center of the city with a two- 
pronged drive from the northwest 
and southwest, and now that this 
had failed the Leftist leaders might 
have decided to seek terms.

Gl Joe Bossing 50 Girls in 
Belgian Clothing Factory, 
But Still He Doesn't Like It

In Belgium, Dec. 8 —Ml— You 
would think it was the GI idea of 
heaven to work in a nice 
warm 
factory and boss 50 girls around— 
but Pfc. Nathaniel Jacobson 
has 
uch a job and is willing to oqus s 
such a job and is willing to swap, 
with no questions asked. 


This 28-year-old Boston artist is 
probably the only American elited 
man overseas who is running a 
clothing factory. And the tall, dark- 
haired soldier is anxious to shed 
his distinction. 


"I never even worked in a cloth- 


ing factory before — never wanted 
to." said Jacobson, looking with a 
frown 
about 
the 
low-ceilinged 


white-walled room in which half a 
hundred Belgian women under his 
supervision were 
chattering 
like 
magpies. "And here I am running 
one. You sure do strange things in 
the army." 


But the First Army camouflage 
unit of which he is a member is 
used to filling 
strange 
requests. 
Jacobson 
drew 
his 
assignment 
when his outfit was ordered to pro- 
vide thousands of emergency snow- 
capes for Lt. Gen. Courtney 
H. 
Hodges' frontline troops. 


Regular army snowcapes hadn't 
arrived when the first snow fell. 
Combat men found their olive drab 
uniforms stood out against the 
white 
landscape, 
making them 
splendid targets. 


Within 36 hours Lt. Col. Robert 
E. Kearney. Hollywood, Cal.. com- 
mander 'of the camouflage unit and 
former motion picture director had 
Uie first snowcape off the produc- 
tion line. 


He had white muslin flown from 
England and borrowed white engi- 
neer tape to use in place of but- 
tons. His supply officer, Capt. An- 
thony L. Mondello, New York City, 
rented a factory, 
located needed 


thread and hired the girls. 


Then Jacobson was made the fac- 
toiv boss 


Four girls cut the muslin into 
patterns and send them to a sew- 
ing room where other girls finish 
the snowcapes under the watchful 
eye of Pfc. Jacobson. The first day 
the unwilling supervisor and his 50 
chattering maidens turned out 250 
capes. Jacobson ironed out the pro- 
duction kinks and gradually stepped 
up the output — each cape, costing 
Uncle Sam less than 50 cents each. 
"I got this job — which I don't 
like — because I had picked up 
some French out of phrase books 
and was able to tell the girls what 
we wanted done," said Jacobson. 
"These girls are just like Ameri- 
can girls. They never stop talking. 
And the way 
they 
spend 
their 
money! One girl just paid 900 
francs for a pair of shoes — three 
weeks salary for one pair of shoes! 
"They have been going to some 
American 
army 
dances. 
Thai's 
what they talk about most all day 
long. They are envious of American 
girls because they heard American 
girls could go to dances alone. 
Here, even if she is 25 years old, 
a girl can't go lo a dance unless her 
parents come along, too." 


Jacobson looked moodily around 
at the happy, humming girls. 
"I am a happily married man — 
this is no place for me," he said. 
"They should put a single man on 
this job. But I guess that's why they 
put me here — because I am an 
old married man ~— 
woU."
